toms line, which was guarded by

Meanwhile, volunteers stationed 
at the depot itself succeeded in ef- 
fecting their raid and made away 
with some salt, which they distrib- 
uted to the villagers. The police 
later raided the volunteers’ camp, 
but found no salt. 


Gandhi Followers Say Seclusion of 
Women Is Doomed. 
By the Associated Press. 

CALCUTTA, June 16. — Police 
yesterday arrested 120 civil disobe- 
dience workers in raids in various 
parts of the city, including the offi- 
cers of the Bengal Province Con- 
gress Committee, the Civil Disobe- 
dience Committee and Abhaya 
Ashram, a store for the sale of 
homespun. Among those arrested 
was Wibanlal Chatterjee, secretary 
of the Bengal Province Congress 
Committee. 

Followers of Mahatma Gandhi 
have proclaimed that Purdah, the 
seclusion of women, is doomed, 
since women have left the privacy 


‘of their homes to aid in the strug- 


gle for independence. They exult 
in the fact the Simon Commisison 
has taken particular cognizance of 
women’s part in the campaign. 
Gandhi's subalterns issued an ap- 
peal, as follows: “Away with: an- 
cient Purdah! Come out of the 
kitchens quick! Fling the pots and 
pans rattling into corners! Tear 
the cloth from your eyes and see 
the new world. Let your husbands 
and brothers cook for themselves. 


There is much work to be done to 


re 


make India a nation! 

The activities of women in Cal-. 
cutta, Bombay, Madras and other 
centers will soon be concentrated 


on the Nationalist boycott againsts 


British materials. These include 
chiefly clothes, household articles 
and tobacco. Simultaneously they 
will encourage Indians to use 
homemade fabrics, the women tak- 
ing a leading part in picketing 
shops selling foreign dress goods. 

Following Gandhi's lead, the 
women will appeal to men and 
women to cease drinking grog or 
toddy made from the juice of the 
palm. They also will urge the de- 
struction of toddy palms through- 
out the country. The drawing of 
fermented toddy and its sale, con- 
trolled by the Government, and li- 
cense fees and excise -duties form 
a large source of income for the 
Government. - 


10 HURT IN BARGAIN CRUSH

NEW YORK, June 16.—Ten per- 
sons were hurt and 12 fainted when 
part of a bargain hunting throng 
of 1500 women pushed through a 
plate glass window in Brooklyn to- 
day. 

The crowd was gathered in front 
of a shop advertising coats and hats 
at $1 each. Police reserves strug- 
gied to keep the throng in check. 
Impatient and stifled by the heat, 
the women suddenly surged for- 
ward and splintered the window. 
Two girls were taken to @ hospital, 
severely lacerated. 


FALL APPLIES FOR PENSION. 


Seeks Compensation as Spanish- 
American War Captain.

Comparison .of New Rates. 


A statistical estimate of the 
bill -by the Tariff Commission 
shows that the average duties 
collected under the 1922 law 
were about 13.8 per cént of the 
value of all imports, both free 
and dutiable, while if the new 
law haq been applied it would 
have increased this percentage 
to about 16. 

This compares with the aver-, 
age level of the tariff under the 
McKinley law of 23 per .cent, 
the Wilson law of 20.9 per cent, 
the Dingley law of 25.8 per 
cent, the Payne-Aldrich law of 
19.3 per cent, the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber law of 13.83 per cent. 

Under the Underwood law of 
1913 the amounts were dis- 
turbed by war conditions vary- 
ing from 6 per cent to 14.8 per 
cent. 

The propertion of imports 
which will be free of duty un- 
der the new law is estimated at 
from 61 to 63 per cent. This 
compares with averages under 
the McKinley law of 52.4 per . 
cent, the Wilson law of 49.4 
per cent, the Dingley law of 
45.2 per cent, the Payne-Ald- 
rich law of 62.5 per cent, the 
Fordney-McCumber law of 63.8 
per cent. 

Under the Underwood law of 
1913 disturbed condition va- 
ried the free list from 60 per 
cent, to 73 per cent, averaging 
66.3 per cent. , 

Says Increases Benefit Farmer. 

The mcreases in tariff are 
largely directed to the interest 
of the farmer. Of the increases 
it is stated by the Tariff Com- 
mission that 93.72 per cent are 
upon products of agricultural 
origin measured in value,’ as 
distiaguished from 6.25 per 
cent upon commodities of strict- 
ly nonagriculural origin. The 
average rate upon agricultural 
raw materials shows an in- 
crease. from 38.10 per cent to 
48.92 per cent in contrast to 
dutiable articles of strictly-oth- 
er than agricultural origin 
which show an average in- 
crease of from 31.02 per cent to 
34.31 per cent.

-. No Tariff Bill Perfect. 
This tariff law is like all oth- 
er tariff legislation, whether 
framed primarily upon'a pro- 
tective or a revenue basis. It 
contains many compromises 
between sectional interests and 
between different industries. 
No tariff bill has: ever been 
enacted or ever will be enacted 
under the present system, that 
will be perfect. A large por- 
tion of: the items are always 
adjusted with good judgment, 
but it is bound to contain in- 
equalities, injustices and inval- 
uable compromises. There are 
items upon which duties will 
prove too high and others up- 
on which duties will prove to 


n_the bill, 
| be too low. 

Certainly no President, with 
his other duties, can pretend 
to make that exhaustive deter- 
mination of the complex facts 
which surround eacnr of these 
3300 items, and which has re. 
quired the attention of hun- 
dreds. of men in Congress for 
nearly a year and a third. That 
responsibility must rest upon, 
the Gongress in a_ legislative 
rate revision. 

On the administrative side I 
have insisted, however, that 
there should be created a new 
basis for the flexible tariff, and 
it has been incorporated in this 
law. Thereby the means are 
established for objective and ju- 
dicial review of those rates up- 
on principles laid down by the 
Congress, free from pressures 
inherent in legislative action. 
Thus, the outstanding step of 
this tariff. legislation has been 
the reorganization of the large- 
ly inoperative flexible provision 
of 1922 into a form which

Revision Disturbing. 

This new provision has even a 
larger importance. If a perfect 
tariff bill were enacted today, 
the increased rapidity of eco- 
nomic chahge and the constant 
shifting of our relations to in- 
dustries abroad will create a con- 
tinuous stream of items which 
would work hardship upon some 
segment of the American peo- 
- ‘ple except for the provision of 
this relief. Without a workable 
flexible provision we would re- 
quire even more frequent con- 
gressional tariff revision than 
during the past. With it the 
country should be freed from 
further general revision for 
many years to come. 

Congressional revisions are not 
only disturbing to business but, 
with all their necessary col- 
lateral surroundings in lobbies, 
log rolling and the activities of 
group interests, are disturbing 
Ao public confidénce. 

Under the old flexible provi- 
~ gions, the task of adjustment 
was imposed directly upon the 
President, and the limitations in 
the law which circumscribed it 
were such that action was long 
delayed and it was largely in- 
operative, although important 
benefits were brought to the 
dairying, flax, glass and other 
industries through it. 

The New Fiexible Clause. _ 

The new flexible provision és- 
tablishes the responsibility for 
revisions upon a reorganized.

These provisions meet the 
repeated demands of statesmen 
and industrial and agricultural 
leaders over the past 25 years.

Disposal of Question Urgent. 

As I have said, I do not as- 
sume the rate structure in this 
or any other tariff bill is per- 
fect, but I am convinced that 
the disposal of the whole ques- 
tion is urgent.

Take Care to Eat Enough to 
Keep the Body Function- 
ing Properly. 


Although less food is required in 
summer than in the cold months, 
yet we must remember that care 
must be taken to eat enough to 


keep the body properly function- 
ing, and to supply the building and 
energy material for daily wear and 
tear. 

Meats, starches, sweets and fats 
are. the foods that produce most 
body heat, and these must be used 
in moderation.

‘HOMEMADE CONSERVES 
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FOR WINTER US 


Jams and Jellies Add Prestige 
to Home Cook’s Culli- 
nary Skill. 


No matter how excellent and 
how convenient are the jars of 
jams, jellies and conserves found 
on the grocers’ shelves, this is the 
time of year when most of us feel a 
yearning to “do up” just a few jars 
of our own. Even a kitchenette 
storage shelf takes on a differerit 
air when it contains some home 
made sweets of this type, and the 
methods in present-day use are so 
simple that even an amateur house- 
keeper can be reasonable sure of 
success. 

Sour cherries, red raspberries, 
apricots, gooseberries, blackberries, 
peaches, the little seedless white 
grapes—in fact.any or all of the 
mid-summer fruits offer themselves 
to the making of delicious sweets. 

For those who are inexperienced 
in the art of jam and jelly making, 
commercial pectin is a boon, for it 
does away with the uncertainty of 
whether the mixture will “jell” or 
not. There are several varieties of 
this on the market, and each sup- 
plies carefully worked out direc- 
tions that should be followed ex- 
actly. The recipes given here make 
use of both the commercial pectin 
and the plain fruit. Pectin is a 
substance found in most fruits — 
and is the ingrédient that makes 
jelly “jell.” Some fruits contain 
more than others, and a few are 
almost lacking in it. Currants, ap- 
ples, cranberries, grapes and quin- 
ces are all rather rich in pectin, 
while most of the berries, peaches, 
pears and cherries lack enough to 
make a firm jeliy. 

in such cases they may be com- 
bined with one of the fruits that 
contain more pcctin, or the com- 
mercial pectin may be added. 

Gooseberries are not used as 
commonly as some of the other 
fruits which is a pity, for spiced or 
pmade into a conserve they are de- 
licioue to serve with cream cheese 
for tea, or with cold or hot meats. 

Gooseberry Conserve. 

Gooseberry conserve made as fol- 

lows will fill six small jars. Pick 


over two quarts of gooseberries and 
remove the stems and tails. Mix 
together three cups of sugar and 
one cup of water, stir over a slow 
\fire until dissolved and then boil 
| for five minutes. Add one orange

Careless Handing of Explosives 
Rebel Forces at Chuchow 7 
Causes Disaster.

SHANGHAI, June 16.—Oné hun-

OME of these days, if “Bobby” 
S Trout. has her way, the world 

is going to pick up its morn- 
ing newspaperrand see in big, black 
headlines that a girl has flown 
an airship from Hawaii to the 
rock-bound coast of California.

Unless she can get into 
a ship with a propeller . buzzing 
either before or aft and go nosing 
around in the clouds for atmos- 
phere, her “outing” is sunk.

That Women CAN Fly 


- 
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“Bobby” Trout Is Ambitious 
to Break a Lot of Records— : 
Tells of Many Mishaps Dur- 
ing Her Brief Career as a Pilot. 


Miss Trout all set for a ride in the clouds. 


That wae in 1922, when she went 
up with “Tomniy” Thomas in an 
old “jenny,” one of those flying 
contraptions that the Government 
used as training ships. She did hot 
get sick, scared or dizzy. About 
all she acquired was a million new 
volts of enthusiasm and a definite 
decision to win a pilot’s license. 

But there was schoolin.,; to be ac- 
quired and although Miss Trout 
hungered for trips into the heavens 
she stuck to her books until she 
graduated from Roosevelt High 
School in Los Angeles. Then she 
was ready for the great adven- 
ture. 

“‘Bobby’s” second ride in an air- 
plane was her first lesson. This 
was on New Year's day, 1928. She 
had undergone physical examina- 
tion and applied for a student's 
license. Four months later she 
made her solo flight and in another 
month had a private pilot's license. 
Forty hours later—this was in 
June, 1928—she got a limited com- 
mercial license from the Govern- 
ment, and in the spring of 1929 she 
took the transport test and won 
full license to go up in the air with 
anything. She was the fourth or 
fifth young woman in America to 
be awarded such recognition. 

But her honors had not been won 
without a few mishaps. 

“There was a day at Burdette’s 
Airport,” said “Bobby,” in re- 
counting her experiences, “when I 
got a little upset. Dale Page, 
assistant instructor, had me in 
the air to show me some _ addi- 
tional things to do or not to do 
in making a. three-point landing. 
L woutdn’t try to explain the tech- 
nical things. but after a while, in 
banking for a landing, we 
came too close to the earth, 
couldn't regain altitude, and the 
old ‘jenny’ dug her nose into the 
earth, turned over and cracked 
to pieces. 

“Dad saw us bite the dust. He 
came running over to the wreck 
and helped pull me out I had 
a large and lusty cut over one eye, 
my skull was fractured, and I lay 
in the hospital for three days be- 
fore getting home. Incidentally, 
while I was undergoing repairs, 
I had my tonsils taken out. Two 
weeks later I was up for my next 
lesson of instruction, bandaged a 
pit, sorter woozy sometimes, but 
ready to go.

T hastenea Dad into getting.

four-passenger International. He 
did not like the idea of my flying 
around in these old ‘jénnys’ and 
promptly told me so.

“Next day I resumed 
flight and reached New York with- 
out interruption.

66 UT my griefs weren't over. 
RB Jack Helm and I contract- 


ed to deliver a ‘show job, 
a new plane, to its purchaser in the 
West. On the trip from the East 
we stopped a few minutes at East 
St. Louis. Then took off in a fog, 
ran into a storm while directly 
over the Mississippi River and had 
to fight through a blinding rain 
over the city of St. Louis. 
“*Tt’s no use,’ said Jack. ‘We've 


got to get down.’ 
“ ‘Fine chance,” I replied, causti- 


cally. 

“It was so dark below we could 
see nothing. The cumulus clouds 
were banked deep, the rain was 
battering us, and we went blindly 
forward. I knew nothing about the 
lay of the land around St. Louis, 
and remarked:

One gets used to such things, 
“Bobby” says. It's wonderful ric- 
ing in the air so long as the engine 
hits rhythmically, the sky 15 clear 
and below there appears ‘o be 
plenty of places for alighting. but 
when the route is over bad terrain 
and the motor seems to be develop- 
ing asthma, falling arches and get- 
ting short of wind, one grows & bit 
uneasy. And begins to look about. 
And wonder what the luck will be. 

“I started to fly a plane from 
Los Angeles through Central Cali- 
ifornia’' to Sacramento, thence 
across to San Francisco and back 
along the coast,” Miss Trout said. 
“at Brenda, Cal., I cracked a *yl- 
inder, split a piston into a million 
pieces and sat down in a cow pas- 
ture. I managed to get back to 
Fresno and telephone the factory 
for repairs. Then I went back to 


my wreck, sat around all day in 
a nearby filling station, then stood 
in a cold rain another day putting 
in the new cylinder and piston. Oh, 
yes, I can do all those things, read- 
ily. Later, in going over ‘The 
Ridge—the tallest mountains—lI 
had to go down again. This time 
I left the plane where we landed 
on-the side of a hill.

SLAMMING screen door is a 
source of much irritation. This 
can ‘easily be overcome by the 
following method, suggested by a 
writer in “Better Homes and Gar- 
dens.” Three notches, each six 
inches long, are cut in the door 
jamb. In these notches, each six 
short lengths of three-cighths “or 
half-inch rubber tubing. A metal 
clip and a “wood screw seal each 
end of the tubing. The only escape 
for air is through a minute hole 
; ot needle. When
